captured in Mexico

After being on the run for two 
and one-half years, convicted 
miurderer Juan Jesus Fleitas is 


` again behind bars. 


Fleitas, one of. six inmates 
Who escaped from Glades 
Correctional Institution in 
January of 1995, was arrested 
by Mexican authorities in the 
Yucatan region following a 
home invasion robbery. 

“Fleitas is a dangerous crimi- 
nal, and we're thankful he's 
been caught,” said Florida 
Department of Law Enforce- 
ment Regional Director Doyle 
Jourdan. “Our manhunt. for 
this violent fugitive is over." 

Fleitas and five other prison- 
ers, all of whom were serving 
life sentences for first-degree 
murder, escaped on Jan. 2, 
1995. The group escaped by 
digging a tunnel beneath a 
prison chapel and then fleeing 
dutside a .perimeter fence at 
the facility. 

One of the prisoners, Felix 
Carbonell, was  recaptured 
within an hour of the escape. 
Two others, Florencio Alvarez 
and Armando Junco were locat-

ed at a Miami squatters camp 
on Jan. 10, 1995. Alvarez was 
recaptured and Junco was’, 
killed. The next day Hector 
Rivas was caught in Miafni and 
a day later, Jesus Martinez was 
also nabbed in Miami, 

Fleitas was serving a life sen- 
tence at GCI after he broke into 
a home and murdered a college 
student. 

FDLE, the Department of 
Justice, and other state and 
federal agencies are working to 
bring Fleitas back to Miami. 
FBI Special Agent in Charge 
Paul R. Philips said, “This 
brings a successful conclusion 
to one of the most intensive 
fugitive manhunts for,—an 
escaped prisoner .in recent

The Pittsburgh-based corpo- 
ration agreed voluntarily to 


. limit its appeals avenues in its 


challenge of the District's selec- 
tion of higher-priced bidders for 
the’ Everglades work, Kirk 
said. Instead, it will embark on 
an expedited administrative 
hearing to show that district 
staff applied arbitrary, hyper- 
technical standards to award 
the contract to the higher bid- 
ders, whose minority participa- 
tion is suspect, at best, accord 
ing to Kirk. 

"It is, nothing: short 
remarkable when a petitioner 
agrees to put his constitutional 
rights aside,” Kirk said. “But

you display about bedtime 
activities? I have to confess 
that if someone took away my 
“hugging” pillow, I would find it 
very difficult to sleep. When did 
I develop that, habit?

I don’t think 
so. But let's look at a more 


destructive habit, like eating 
late at night, for instance. 
Many folks were raised to eat 
supper at 5 or 5:30 p.m. and by 
9 or 10 p.m. at night found 
themselves with the 
“munchies.” Craving a “bed- 
time snack” is detrimental not 
only to your “fat cells,” but also 
to your entire digestive system. 
Mom used to say if you ate late 
at night, you would have night- 
mares. I don’t know how much 
medical sense that made, but I 
suspect that she just didn’t 

want me to dirty up any more 
dishes! 

The habits and rituals of our 
lives are usually developed in 
our childhoods. All you parent 
out there, listen up. The habits 
you display for your children 
will possibly be carried forward 


into their adult lives. Whether 
those are good habits, like 
brushing your teeth after each 
time you eat, or bad habits like 
drinking alcohol, taking drugs 
or smoking, your children pick 
up and mimic everything you 
do early on.

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College students can plan ahead 


to avoid insurance pitfgalls

The lifelong adventure of learning hits full 
stride when young people leave home to attend 
a college, university or graduate school. As par- 
ents who in the past few years have seen our 
two children enter college, my wife Grace and I 
know it's a challenging time for the whole fami- 
ly. buta word of caution is in order: in all the 
excitement, don't neglect to consider insurance. 
During their high school years, most students 
are covered by their parents’ insurance policies. 
This may change, however, when the student 
pursues a higher éducation.' Families should 
consult à trusted insurance agent before tlie 
start of each academic year to discuss automo- 
bile, health and, personal property insurance 
needs. Ç 


Automobile coverage changes 

A family auto policy.that covers a high school 
student generally will provide the same cover- 
age when the student attends college in the 
United States or CAnada. - 

If a student suffers an accident while driving 
another person's vehicle, however,the owner's 
insurance company will provide the primary 
coverage up.to that policy's dollar limits. The 
family's insurance company will provide sec- 
ondary coverage, if necessary, up to their poli- 
cy's«dollar limits. Students who lend their car 
thus also "lend" their insurance. 

Some insurancé companies offer "student 
away at school" discounts when a young driver 
covered by a parent's policy attends college 
away from home without a car. Parents should 
check with their insurance agent about this pos- 
sibility. 


Health care needs 
Before the advent of managed care, most fam- 
ilies obtained coverage for their medical needs 


| through health insurance pólicies.'Parents thus 


knew their college-age children had coverage for 
injuries or illnesses. 


Today, many families belong to a'health main- 
tenance organization, which provides full cover- 
age only within specific geographic service 
areas. These families should check to see if 
their HMO covers the area where their child 
will áttend college. If so, the HMO can help the 
student find a primary-care physician in that 
area. 

Other options include the purchase of a major 
medical policy or a student health policy offered 
through the college or university. 


Personal property coverage 

A student's clothing, computer e juipment and 
other possessions typically cost a lot of money to 
replace if damaged, destroyed or stolen. 

A-homeowner's insurance policy automatically ^ 
covers students temporarily living away from 
home in college dormitories. However, most 
insurance companies limit this coverage to 10 
percent of the personal-property coverage pro- 
vided by the parents' policy. For example, par- 
ents who buy $40,000 of such coverage will also 
have $4,000 of coverage for their child in col- 
lege. 

A student who needs more than 10 percent of 
his or her parents' coverage or who lives in an 
off-campus apartment may need to buy a 
renter's policy, 

Parents of a student who owns expensive com- 
puter equipment should consider adding a “rid- 
er” to their homeowners policy that addresses 
more situations than covered by a basic home- 
owner's or renter's policy. 

In addition to contacting their insurance 
agent, parents or students may obtain informa- ^

St. Louis Encephalitis 


Recently, the routine testing 
of sentinel chickens showed 
that 3 out of 25 chickens had a 
presumptive test for St. Louis 
Encephalitis. Confirmatory 
tests will be conducted early 
next wéek to. determine if, the 
chickens have been exposed to 
the virus. 

The ‘Palm Beach County 
Health Department tises sen- 
tinel chickens as an early 
warning system to monitor St. 
Louis Encephalitis which is 
transmittéd by mosquitoes. 
The disease can cause mild 
headaches, dizziness, and flu 
like symptoms. In rare cases it 
can cause swelling of ‘the 
brain; paralysis, and death. 

Although health officials are 


monitoring the situation close-C 
ly, no official advisory is being 
made at this time. However, 
residents are cautioned to 
avoid mosquitoes especially 
during evening hours (dusk till 
dawn) when. they are most 
active. If. are outdoors dur- 
ing this time, it is recommend- 
ed that you wear long sleeve ;* 
clothing and use mosquito 
repellents containing DEET on 
area of exposed skin. Residents* 
should. also ensure that 
Screens and windows are in 
good repair to prevent mosqui- 
toes from entering the home 
and containers are emptied of 
standing water to discourage 
breeding.

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Growers look to bindi œ 
for new cash crop

Gainesville -The convention- 


- al wisdom that says blueber- ` 


ries belong up north with 
apples and peaches is being 
turned on its head by 
University of Florida 
researchers. 

„Blueberries do, after all, like 
ithot. 

In ‘a three-year trial, a 
researcher at UF's Institute of 
Food and Agricultural Sciences 
has shown that blueberries can- 
survive - actually thrive - in 
South Florida’s heat. 

“The trial went even better 
than I ever thought it would”, 
said Associate Professor 
Thomas Obreza, of the 
UF/IFAS Southwest Florida 
Research and .Education 
Center in Immokalee. 

Obreza used varieties devel- 
oped for use in the southeast- 
ern United States but never 
before tried in South Florida. 


® The plants grew well, produced 


a large quantity of fruit and 
the quality was high, he said. 
That's good news for Ken 
Patterson, president of the 
Florida Blueberry Growers 
Association. 
“We always knew more peo- 


> ple would grow blueberries if 


~ they were more heat tolerant,” 
Patterson said. “Per capita 
blueberry consumption goes up 
every year, so interest in grow- 
ing them is going up." , 
There are bucks in berries, 
too. Florida's blueberries 
already ripen at a time when 
they are the only fresh blue- 
berries available in the world. 
Obreza's trial blueberries 
ripened even a little earlier, 
meaning South Florida berries 
- could command top dollar. 
Florida's eatliest berries now 
come in ardund ‘April 1.and 
sometimes bring prices up to 
$10 a pound. In contrast, 
berries that come in around 
May 1 draw only $5 a pound. 
Obreza said blueberries nor- 
mally require’ a “chilling” dor- 
mant period like they get.in 
traditional blueberry regions 
such as Michigan and New 
„Jersey. No one ever tried grow- 


2 ing’ them in subtropical South 


Florida. 

“Now we are very optimistic 
that this is a crop that could 
work down hére," Obreza said. 
"Since our berries would be the 
earliest of ali, there's a lot of 
potential for expansion." 

Obreza said blueberries pro- 
vide a lot of production off 
small acreage, with a 10-acre 
plot considered large. Their 
eight week harvest season 


¢ 


leaves time for growing other 
crops along with blueberries, 
although the plants require 
care throughout the year. 
UF/IFAS scientist Paul 
Lyrené, a blueberry breeder, 
said blueberries are a relative- 
ly new crop ‘but consumer 
demand for them is booming.. 
“The notion of growing blue- 


“berries is less than 100 years 


old, and in Florida, we've only 
been growing them since about 
1960,” Lyrene said. “It took a 
while for the market channels 
to “develop but worldwide, 
there’s been a tremendous 
increase in interest in growing 
blueberries.” 

The health benefits of eating 
blueberries have contributed to 
their popularity, Lyrene said. 
Blueberries contain anti-oxi- 
dants, which slow the develop- 
ment of cancer and reduce 
blood-clotting that can lead to 
stroke and heart attack. 

Consumers also like blueber-. 
ries’ shelf life which is longer 
than other berries. And, blue- 
berries are the.only small fruit 


,crop that can be harvested by 


machine for the fresh market, 
Lyrene said, making them 
attractive to growers. 

Two varieties released by UF 
for the upcoming growing sea- 
son should be a particular boon 
for the blueberry industry in 
North Florida, Lyrene said. 
Star and Southmoon produce 
flavorful berries and ripen only 
60 days after flowering, Lyrene 
said. 

“These varieties are better 
because of the excellent quality 
the berries have after being 
shipped across the country and 
held on the grocery shelf for 10 
days,” Lyrene said. “The abili- 
ty to maintain quality under 
these conditions ie a prerequi- 
site for having a successful 
international market for 
Florida fruit.” 

“If these two new varieties 
yield well, they would greatly 


"réduce the cost of producing 


blueberries in Florida, which 
would cause a rapid expansion 
of the acreage in the state," 


Lyrene said. 

K hora of the Blueberry 
Growers Association, said he is 
looking forward to the new 
varieties and the continuing 
research in Immokalee on vari- 
eties for South Florida. 

“We have 2,000 acres plant- 
ed now and we are ranked fifth 
among blueberry-producing 


states. Who knows how much * 


we could grow,”Patterson said. 
*We are really getting on 
track."

One of the major social and 
education problems facing 
S Americans.today is illit- 
- lacking or not develop- 


“ing ing the ability to read and 


write. Also, the present global- 
technological reality has 
treméndously increased the 
need for individuals to learn 
specific communications skills 
in order to function effectively 
in a modern society.Author 
Thomas Armstrong, in his 
book, “Seven Kinds of Smart" 
1993, stated that there were 20 
million adults that could read 
*menus, signs, or other simple 
printed matter." In addition 
Armstrong indicated that 40 
million Americans could only 
read at the forth grade level. 
Meanwhile, according to the 
Office of . Technology 


OAssesgment (OAT), over 35 


million adults can only func- 
tion at a minimal level [of job 
performance] in their work ( 
The Internet Division: Vetrol 
Data Systems 1997). And 
recently, Washington Literacy 
Council reported that 60 per- 
cent of America's prison popu- 
lation are illiterate; and that 
functionally illiterate adults 
cost various governmental 


agencies a combined total of, 


$224 billion dollars per year- 
e.g., remedial educational pro- 
grams, workers’ inadequate 
job performance, lost wages 
and taxes, a staggering 
increase in criminal activity, 
“Illiteracy and Crime-Cause 
arid Effect" Solutions, Issue 5 ( 
The Association for Better 
Living and Education [ABLE] 
1997. 

In ABLE's article, Illiteracy: 
Everyone Suffers, it was said 
that a great number of 
America’s youth do not have 
basic skills in reading, writing 
and conversational English, 
and communications technolo- 
gy. ABLE published the follow- 
ing statistics (National 
Assessment on Education 
Progress [NAEP] regarding 
illiteracy among our children 
and youth: (1) “Only 30 percent 
of 4th and 8th graders and 36 
percent of 12th graders scored 
at or above the ‘proficient’ level 
in reading .” (2) The United 
States: Department of 
Education Observed that sev- 
enty-five percent adults cannot. 


understand the main idea of a * 


newspaper editorial; nor suc- 


use a bus schedule. 
(3) The NAEP -- 12th grade 
Btatus summary -- projected 
that 48 percent of African- 
Americans and 42 percent of 
Hispanics in 1994 fell below 
"basic" reading standards. (4) 
NAEP's research (in grades 
that were evaluated) found 
that only 10 percent of African 
-Americans and 16 percent of 
Hispanics students scored at or 
above the acceptable proficien- 
cy level in reading. 

Once again. illiteracy is our 
problem. Parents, educators, 
students, advocates for lifelong 
learning, and politicians must 
continually work together to 
solve it. Our youngsters can 
learn how to read , compre- 
hend, and study. First, today's 
parents must spend more 
“quality” time with their chil- 
dren. Parents and guardians 
(working adults) of young peo- 
ple must start taking their uni- 
forms (work clothes or costly 
garments), company’s name 
tags and beepers off before sit- 
ting themselves down at the 
“kitchen table.” Now, while you 
aré out of the uniform, change 
job roles for understanding 


_your cbild's interest; and 


please try to become a better 
father, mother, ~ daddy, 
mommy,(parent), instead of 
staying in the wheel of being 
lawyér, company manager, 
doctor, sanitation worker, min- 
ister, painter, computer expert, 
truck driver, etc. 

Second, educators must be 
retrained in the art of teaching 
(e.g. L. Ron Hubbard’s Study 
Technology; improve individu- 
alized instruction; continuous 
“on the job training” for stu- 
dent teachers and experienced 
educators).
